The anticipated 
participation is as high as 20 students. A book for each month will be selected by me and the 
students together. Depending on student preference, we may meet on campus, or at nearby 
coffee shops or restaurants.

¢ Books for students: 20 students, seven months, assumed book price $30 = $4200

¢ For invited authors, an honorarium of up to $1000 may be paid (I would try to get them for 
less), as would travel expenses.

PIES (Partners In Integrated Earth Systems Science) is a three phase long-term 
professional development program to increase the integrated science content, 
pedagogical, and technological knowledge of teams of K-12 teachers in the Hillsboro 
City Schools, Middletown City Schools and Franklin City Schools. Hillsboro City 
Schools will be the leading district with high need areas, which not less than 20% of 
the children served are from families with income below the poverty line. The 24 
teachers participating in Project PIES will serve as catalyst and mentors to other 
teachers and will drive curriculum change in the district to meet the Ohio Revised 
Science Standards and the Common Core Standards. Project PIES will effect these 
changes by using a three-phase research based approach to classroom educator 
professional development. Phase I is composed of a one week field experience 
followed by a week long laboratory experience.
